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A FOREWORD 


Over  a long  period  of  years,  it  nth  infinite  patience,  and  a rare 
sense  of  values,  Judge  Charles  W.  Slack,  San  Francisco,  has  formed 
an  extraordinary  collection  of  Pioneer  and  Territorial  Qold  Coins. 

His  ivork  is  an  achievement.  The  sources  from  which  choice 
specimens  of  these  rare  coinages  could  he  secured  were  obscure  and 
difficidt  to  find.  Formation  of  such  a complete  collection  as  Judge 
Slack  has  brought  together  has  required  an  unselfish  expenditure 
of  much  time  and  money.  All  of  the  principal  issues  are  repre - 
sented,  mostly  by  superb  specimens.  The  Kellog  coinage,  the  Wass 
M olitor  series,  Baldwin,  Oregon,  Mormon,  Colorado,  Parson  & 
Company,  Schultz,  Templeton  Reid  — all  these  are  represented  with 
the  choicest  coins  of  each  series  included.  There  are  no  less  than 
ten  specimens  of  the  octagonal  “slug”  coinage.  U.  S.  Qold  of  reg- 
ular coinage  is  i veil  represented.  There  is  an  interesting  series  of 
the  more  scarce  foreign  gold. 

To  view  this  collection,  or  to  scan  it  as  catalogued  and  pictured 
in  this  volume,  is  to  marvel  that  so  busy  a man  as  Judge  Slack 
should  have  found  time  to  give  to  the  task  of  bringing  it  together. 

For  seven  years  he  has  been  a Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  in  San 
Francisco.  For  sixteen  years  he  has  served  as  a Regent  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California.  For  several  years  he  ivas  Dean  of  Hastings 
College  of  Latv,  since  1903  he  has  served  as  a Director  of  that  insti- 
tution and  has  been  Vice-President  of  its  Board  of  Directors  since 
1918. 

It  is  with  appreciation  that  ive  undertake  to  dispose  of,  by  auction, 
so  distinguished  a collection  formed  by  such  a distinguished  a 
numismatist.

coronet,  thirteen  stars,  date  below.  Reverse,  eagle  with 
U.  S.  shield;  around,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
21/2  D.  In  the  field,  above  eagle  is  stamped  in  CAL.  This 
was  done  while  the  coin  was  yet  in  the  die.  Struck  at  the 
United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  from  the  first  gold 
received  from  California.  Proof.  Rare,  and  of  course  in 
this  superb  condition,  very  rare  and  valuable. 

This  coin  is  one  of  a limited  number  which  were  struck  from  a small 
quantity  of  gold,  about  twenty-five  to  thirty  ounces,  sent  by  Col.  R.  B. 
Mason,  Military  Governor  of  California,  to  Secretary  of  War  Marcy,  who 
sent  it  to  the  Mint  with  a request  that  a quantity  of  the  metal  be  used  in 
the  making  of  Quarter-Eagles,  to  bear  a distinguishing  mark  such  as  the 
Director  of  the  Mint  may  think  proper.  The  above  coin  is  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  very  first  struck. 


The  COINAGE  of  MOFFAT  & CO. 

The  firm  of  Moffat  & Co.  operated  in  California  from  1849  to  1853. 
The  firm  was  composed  of  John  L.  Moffat,  Joseph  R.  Curtis,  P.  H.  W.  Perry, 
and  Samuel  H.  Ward.  In  1850  the  firm  was  appointed  United  States  Assay 
Contractors,  and  Augustus  Humbert  was  appointed  United  States  Assayer. 
This  firm  undoubtedly  handled  and  issued  the  greatest  amount  of  gold  coins 
of  any  of  the  Pioneer  firms.

Rare.

6 $5.00,  1850.  Type  just  as  last  but  of  an  entirely  different 
die ; the  eagle  is  slightly  larger  and  is  sometimes  referred  to 
as  the  “large  eagle  variety.”  Struck  of  a light  yellow  gold. 
Fine  to  very  fine.  Scarce. 

The  COINAGE  of  NORRIS,  GRIEG  & NORRIS 

This  firm,  composed  of  Thomas  H.  Norris,  Charles  Grieg  and  Hiram  A. 
Norris,  was  one  of  the  first  of  the  Pioneer  firms  to  issue  gold  coins.  The 
$5.00  piece  is  the  only  denomination  issued  by  this  firm.  There  are  only  two 
varieties,  one  with  plain  and  the  other  with  milled  edge. 

Small  eagle  with  olive  branch  in  right  talon 
and  three  arrows  in  left,  small  shield  with  figure  5 on 
breast;  around,  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  WITHOUT  ALLOY. 
Reverse,  date,  1849,  in  center;  in  small  letters,  N.  G.  & N. 
SAN  FRANCISCO  within  circle  of  stars,  around  which,  in 
larger  letters,  FULL  WEIGHT  OF  HALF  EAGLE.  Plain 
edge.  Few  light  nicks  in  field.  Very  fine,  figure  5 on  ob- 
verse showing  very  plain,  quite  unusual.  Very  scarce. 

The  COINAGE  of  the  MINERS  BANK 

The  Miner’s  Bank  was  conducted  by  Wright  & Co.  According  to  Mr. 
Adams,  their  Bank  was  housed  in  a little  wooden  cottage  at  the  corner  of 
Washington  and  Kearney  Streets,  for  which  a yearly  rental  of  $75,000.00 
was  paid.  The  $10.00  gold  piece  is  the  only  coin  issued  by  this  firm.  The 
Company  was  dissolved  in  January,  1850.

Reverse,  TEN  D.  in  center;  MINERS  BANK  above, 
SAN  FRANCISCO  below.  Heavy  milled  edge.  Extremely 
fine,  practically  uncirculated,  with  mint  luster.  Rare.  See 
reproduction  on  Plate. 


GOLD  COINS  ISSUED  BY  BALDWIN  & CO. 
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Baldwin  & Co.,  whose  coinage  is  considered  among  the  rarest  of  the 
Pioneer  series,  coined  according  to  reports,  a huge  quantity  of  gold  coins. 
But  apparently  their  intrinsic  value  was  so  high  that  they  soon  found  their 
way  into  the  melting  pot,  hence  the  rarity  of  all  coins  bearing  the  stamp  of 
this  firm. 

Baldwin  & Co.  was  composed  of  George  C.  Baldwin  and  George  S. 
Holman.  They  operated  only  in  1850  and  1851.  Their  most  famous  or  best 
known  coin  is  the  “Horseman”  or  “Cowboy”  Ten-Hollar  gold  piece.

Very  rare.  One  of  the  most  popular  and  interesting  designs 
of  the  entire  pioneer  gold  coinage.

The  Excessively  Rare  Baldwin  Ten-Dollars 
with  Liberty  Head

on  diadem,  date  below,  thirteen  stars.  Reverse,  eagle  with 
U.  S.  shield  on  breast,  an  olive  branch  in  right  talon  and 
three  arrows  in  left.  Around,  S.  M.  V.  CALIFORNIA  GOLD 
TEN  D.  Milled  edge.  Slight  cabinet  friction,  just  the 
barest  touch  of  circulation,  with  traces  of  original  mint 
luster.  Extremely  fine.  Of  excessive  rarity.  I doubt  if 
more  than  six  specimens  are  known  to  exist  today.  This  is 
only  the  second  specimen  of  this  great  rarity  which  I have 
ever  handled,  and  this  specimen  is  far  superior  to  the  other, 
in  the  great  Ten  Eyck  Sale.

on  diadem,  date  below,  thirteen  stars.  Reverse,  eagle  as 
on  regular  issue  but  with  legend,  S.  M.  V.  CALIFORNIA 
GOLD  FIVE  DOL.  Variety  with  last  A in  CALIFORNIA 
over  an  inverted  A,  and  with  die  break  on  obverse  edge. 
Usual  small  nicks,  none  serious,  just  enough  to  show  evi- 
dence of  circulation.  Fine  for  coin.  Struck  of  yellow  gold, 
with  good  impression.  Extremely  rare;  one  of  the  really 
rare  California  Half  Eagles. 

The  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  SHULTZ  & CO.  HALF  EAGLE 

Shultz  & Co.  was  composed  of  Judge  G.  W.  Shultz  and  William  T. 
Garratt.  They  conducted  a brass  foundry,  and  during  1850  they  made  all 
the  dies  used  for  coining  in  San  Francisco.  In  1851,  they  coined  their 
famous  $5.00  gold  piece.  The  intrinsic  value  of  this  coin  was  so  high,  that 
today  only  three  or  four  specimens  are  known  to  exist,  and  the  one  offered 
here  is  the  first  ever  to  appear  at  auction.

Exceedingly  rare,  considered  as  one  of  the  real  great  rar- 
ities of  the  entire  Pioneer  Gold  Series.  Until  a few  years 
ago,  only  two  specimens  were  known.  To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  there  are  only  three  or  four  specimens  now 
known,  including  this  one.  And  this  is  the  first  specimen 
ever  to  have  been  offered  at  auction.  Although  other  great 
rarities  with  records  well  into  the  four-figure  mark,  have 
been  offered  at  auction,  some,  although  in  the  very  early 
years,  or  rather,  soon  after  their  issue,  but  of  this  great 
rarity  not  a single  record  of  sale  at  auction  exists.  Even 
when  Pioneer  gold  coins  were  more  or  less  plentiful,  before 
they  were  generally  melted  up,  this  coin,  owing  to  its  high- 
er intrinsic  value,  apparently  found  its  way  into  the  melting- 
pot  much  sooner  than  all  other  Pioneer  issues.  As  the 
other  two  or  three  known  specimens  are,  apparently,  out 
of  the  market  for  all  time,  the  opportunity  of  securing  this 
rarity  is  almost  as  rare  as  the  coin  itself. 

The  GOLD  COINAGE  of  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT 
United  States  Assayer,  San  Francisco 

The  coins  bearing-  the  name  of  Augustus  Humbert  were  all  struck  by 
Moffat  & Co.  The  coins  bearing  the  stamp  of  Augustus  Humbert  and  also 
that  of  the  U.  S.  Assay  office  were  struck  by  authority  of  the  United  States 
Congress.  Moffat  & Co.,  having  been  selected  to  issue  these  coins  under  the 
supervision  of  a Government  Official.  Augustus  Humbert  was  appointed 
United  States  Assayer,  and  under  his  authority  and  supervision  the  first 
$50.00  gold  pieces  or  “slugs”  were  issued.

The  lower 
portion  of  obverse  shows  a little  more  wear  but  everything 
is  plain  and  the  coin  is  free  from  any  serious  nicks  or  dents.

General  type  is  as  last,  887  THOUS,  but  the 
date  is,  of  course,  different,  and  also  is  of  small  figures.  The 
scroll  is  smaller  and  the  ends  turned  out.

Very 
rare  variety.  The  rarity  of  which  is  hardly  appreciated  or 
known  by  collectors.

The  coinage  with  the  stamp  of  the  United  States  Assay  Office,  San 
Francisco,  was  coined  by  the  firm  of  Curtis,  Perry  and  Ward,  who  were  the 
United  States  Assay  Contractors,  with  Augustus  Humbert  as  United  States 
Assayer.  This  firm  was  organized  in  1852  after  the  firm  of  Moffat  & Co. 
was  dissolved.

Kellogg  & Co.  are  reputed  to  have  been  one  of  the  most  important 
Assay  Offices  in  California.  The  firm  was  composed  of  John  (5.  Kellogg  and 
George  F.  Richter.  The  firm  was  organized  in  the  latter  part  of  1853.  Their 
first  coins  are  dated  1854.  The  $50.00  gold  piece  issued  by  this  firm  is  con- 
sidered the  most  beautiful  of  all  of  the  $50.00  slugs,  and,  of  course,  by  far 
the  rarest.  The  other  issues  of  this  firm,  the  $20.00  gold  pieces  of  1854  and 
1855,  are  comparatively  common.

In  my  Sale  of  the  first  Charles  W.  Cowell  Collection,  in 
1911, 1 offered  my  first,  and  only  other,  Kellogg  & Co.  $50.00 
gold  piece  at  auction.  I at  that  time  published  a list  of 
the  then  known  owners  of  the  Kellogg  & Co.  Fifty-Dollar 
Gold  Pieces.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  all  these  years 
not  a single  additional  specimen  came  to  light.  The  list  as 
I published  it  in  1911,  together  with  changes  of  owners,  as 
far  as  I know,  is  herewith  re-published.

In  the  catalog  of  the  Earle  Collection,  where  this  spec- 
iman  was  sold,  it  was  stated  that  Mr.  Earle  had  second 
choice  of  the  five  specimens  of  the  Kellogg  & Co.  $50.00 
coins  in  the  Humbert  Collection.  I understand  that  Mr. 
Jenks  had  first  choice.  I saw  the  Jenks  specimen  less  than 
a year  ago.  and  in  my  opinion,  this  specimen  is  superior, 
as  it  is  perfect  and  does  not  have  the  planchet  defect  of  the 
other.  This  great  coin  is  considered,  and  justly  so,  as  the 
most  beautiful  and  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Pioneer  gold 
coins.

The  GOLD  COINAGE  of  WASS,  MOLITOR  & CO. 

Wass,  Molitor  & Co.,  composed  of  S.  C.  Wass  and  A.  P.  Molitor,  began 
operations  in  1852  and  discontinued  in  1855,  coining  $5.00,  $10.00,  $20.00 
and  $50.00  pieces.  The  rarity  of  the  $5.00  piece  is  readily  understood  from 
the  fact  that  its  intrinsic  value  was  $5.04.  All  the  other  coins  of  this  firm 
are  comparatively  scarce.  The  $20.00  piece,  of  course,  is  a great  rarity,  as 
is  the  $50.00.

The  so-called  “Pikes  Peak”  gold  coins  were  issued  during  the  Pikes  Peak 
gold  excitement,  in  1860  and  1861.  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  was  the  first  firm 
to  issue  coins  which  were  coined  from  the  gold  dust  from  the  Colorado  gold 
mines.  The  coins  were  struck  for  the  purpose  to  make  it  more  convenient 
for  the  purchase  of  gold  dust  from  the  miners.  The  $20.00  pieces  of  this 
firm,  the  rarest  of  their  issue,  is  of  a higher  standard  or  weight  than 
similar  denominations  of  the  regular  United  States  coinage.

The  coinage  of  Parsons  & Co.  is  considered  among  the  rarest  of  all 
Pioneer  coins.  Little  is  known  of  the  firm,  as,  apparently,  it  existed  but  a 
short  period,  and  therefore,  of  course,  only  a limited  number  of  coins  were 
struck.  According  to  Mr.  Adams,  John  Parsons  brought  his  coining  machin- 
ery from  Illinois,  and  began  to  manufacture  the  coins  bearing  his  name. 
From  the  description  on  the  coin,  “ORO,”  the  theory  has  been  advanced  that 
Parsons’  “mint”  was  located  at  Oro  City,  which  was  situated  on  the  present 
site  of  Leadville.  Parsons  coined  $2.50  and  $5.00,  both  of  which  are  of 
excessive  rarity.

THE  GOLD  COINAGE  of  OREGON 

Oregon  Territory,  as  the  other  portions  of  the  “Pioneer  Country,” 
promptly  felt  the  need  of  coins  or  some  medium  of  exchange  to  replace  the 
inconvenient  gold  dust  prevalent  at  that  time  as  practically  the  only  medium 
of  exchange.  The  Oregon  Exchange  Co.,  composed  of  Messrs.  Kilburne, 
Magruder,  Taylor,  Abernethy,  Wilson,  Rector,  Campbell  and  Smith,  estab- 
lished a mint  at  Oregon  City,  and  a blacksmith,  Thomas  Powell,  made  the 
necessary  apparatus  for  coins.  The  first  coins  issued  were  the  $5.00  pieces 
and  then  followed  by  the  more  valuable  $10.00  coin,  both  of  which  are  rare, 
especially  so  the  $10.00  coin.

The  only  specimen  of  the  Oregon  Ten  Dollar  Gold  Piece 
that  has  appeared  at  auction  in  the  past  about  forty  years 
is  a poor  and  holed  specimen,  in  the  great  Zabriskie  Sale, 
in  1909.  None  of  the  great  collections,  such  as  the  Ten 
Eyck,  Earle,  Nygren,  and  other  great  collections  which 
were  rich  in  Pioneer  gold,  had  a specimen  of  this  great 
rarity.  I doubt  if  more  than  six  specimens  are  known. 

Among  my  records,  I find  a letter  I received  in  1911 
from  Mr.  George  H.  Hines,  of  the  Oregon  Historical  So- 
ciety, Portland,  Oregon,  stating  that  the  total  number  of 
coins  issued  originally,  early  in  1849,  was  8850 — 6000  $5.00 
pieces  and  2850  $10.00  pieces.  Mr.  Hines  also  states,  “prior 
to  1860  many  of  these  coins  were  gathered  into  the  Mint 
at  San  Francisco  and  melted  up,  the  bullion  value  of  the 
coin  being  greater  than  the  face  value.  Hence  the  scarcity. 
$3,000.00  was  refused  for  a Ten  Dollar  Beaver  in  this  city 
during  last  year.” 

The  specimen  Mr.  Hines  refers  to  is  undoubtedly  one 
of  two  or  three  specimens  that  were  unearthed  in  Portland 
some  fifteen  years  ago,  since  then  not  a single  new  specimen 
has  been  discovered.  One  of  the  greatest  of  all  Pioneer 
rarities.

The  GOLD  COINS  of  the  MORMONS 
SALT  LAKE  CITY,  UTAH 

The  Mormons  felt  the  same  need  for  coined  money  as  did  the  other 
Pioneers.  Therefore,  in  1849,  the  Mormons  established  their  own  mint,  the 
apparatus  for  which  was  constructed  locally,  and  the  coins  struck  from  gold 
that  had  come  from  California.  The  first  Director  of  the  Mint  was  Thomas 
Bullock,  and  the  coiner  was  John  Kay.  The  dies  were  engraved  by  a local 
Dentist,  James  M.  Barlow.  The  Mormons  coined  gold  coins  of  all  denom- 
inations from  the  $2.50  to  the  $20.00,  including  three  varieties  of  the  $5.00. 
There  are  patterns  of  these  gold  pieces  in  possession  of  the  Mormon  Church 
or  Museum,  original  or  completed  coins  of  which  are  not  now  known.  It  was 
my  good  fortune,  several  years  ago,  to  personally  meet  Professor  Tallmage, 
Director  of  the  Museum  at  Salt  Lake  City,  who  was  good  enough  to  show 
me  the  original  pattern  or  trial  pieces  of  the  first  Mormon  gold  coins.  These 
were  struck  on  one  side  only. 

While  all  Mormon  coins  are  scarce,  the  rarest  are  the  $10.00  and  $20.00 
pieces.

The  GOLD  COINAGE  of  NORTH  CAROLINA 
Coined  in  1831  to  1834 
A.  and  C.  BECHTLER 
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The  coins  of  North  Carolina  and  Georgia,  issued  by  the  Bechtlers, 
Christopher  and  his  son,  August,  are  among  the  first  of  the  private  issues  of 
gold  coins  in  this  country.  There  are  numerous  varieties  of  this  coinage, 
some  of  which  are  very  rare  and  valuable.  And  although  it  is  reported  that 
fairly  large  quantities  of  these  coins  were  issued,  but  like  all  similar  coins, 
they  soon  found  their  way  into  the  melting  pot  and  are  now  very  scarce  and 
very  much  sought  after  by  collectors.
